MORRIS, Man.—The mayor of 
Merris and also the MLA for the 
district (Independent - Conserva- 
tive), is a sight, craggy-faced 
man named Harry Shewman, who 
is an insurance agent and auc- 
tioneer by profession and who 
ha given as much as any man in 
the 1950 Red River floods. 

A newspapermen of my ac- 
quaintane in Winnipeg who 
chronicled the drowning of Mor- 
ris in early May told me: “The 
flood aged a lot of men, but none 
any more than Harry Shewman. 
He was a one-man crusade.” 

Mayor Shewman is one of the 
many in this beaten little town 
still living under wretched con- 
ditions. In some respects, they 
are more wretched now than dur- 
ing the flood. 


Rea! Tria! 


Came Later 

There was a curious aspect of 
elation and purpose when the 
battle was joined. The real sob- 


ering time of trial came when 
the water receded 
The modest Shewman_ two- 


storey frame house is propped up 
on blocks, Planks serve as a 
flooring inside. They will until 
one of the district's over-worked 
carpenters is available. 

Says Mrs. Shewman: “Most of 
us are just camping in the shells 
of our homes. We haven't doors 
or furniture or refrigerators. I'm 
afraid it's going to be a long 
time before we're back to nor- 
mal.” 

Mayor Shewman, himself, 
thinks it may be years before the 
town recovers fully from the dis- 
aster. In some business lines 
there is a temporary boom, but 
more than 83,000 acres of land in

Mayor Shewman, like his 
neighbors, speaks with bitterness 
about the “lack of leadership” 
from the provincial government. 

“We alone down here 
when flood began,” he said 
angrily “The premier and his 
cabinet stalled and gave out false 
assurances and did nothing at all 
until Winnipeg itself was threat- 
ened 

“We might forgive that—even 
the lack of planning for evacua- 
tion of people and cattle—but we

“Nothing at all is being done 
to relieve the distress of the 
farm people,” he went on, “Not 
much more is being done for the 
smal! businesses. Here in Morris 
we're all living from day to day, 
hand to mouth, in the ruins you 
see about you and with no assur- 
ances from the government for 
our future.” 

The picture is not nearly so 
uncertain for those who do not 
farm or for those who do not 
operate shops or businesses. 

The government's plan for re- 
pairing homes (to a maximum 
of $3,000) seems to be operating 
as efficiently as the number of 
appraisers and carpenters will 
allow. 

I have met nobody here who 
feels they will be better off then 
or even as well off as they were 
before the flood (not unusual in 
the case of the Fraser Valley 
flood victims), but most people 
seem to feel that the plan is ade- 
quate, 


Asked To Pass 
Thanks Along 


The spending of the more than 
$8,000,000 of the fund itself is 
widely acclaimed, This money 
is being used to replace furni- 
ture and personal effects. The 
word I heard used most fre- 
quently to describe this is “gen- 
erous.” 

Many of the people in Morris, 
learning that I write for papers 
across the country, asked me to 
pass on their thanks to those un- 
known friends who gave them a 
hand out of the muck. 

The smal! business man here is 
close to ruin. 

A typical case is that of Cliff 
Mitchell, owner and operator of 
Mitchell's General Store, which 
means groceries and dry goods. 

While the water seeped into 
his store, Mitchell and his wife 
piled as much of the stock as 
they could on the tops of the 
counters, then evacuated with the 
rest of the town. 


Will He Ever 
Get Even? 


When they returned they found 
that the rising water had tipped 
the counters. Everything was 
ruined, including their living 
quarters in the rear of the store. 

“We lost $8,000 in stock and a 
thousand in fixtures,” Mitchell 
Says. 

“I made a claim, but they said 
they couldn't help me, Might, 
they said, if there was anything 
left over from the public fund. 

“The wholesale companies are 
giving me credit. I guess I'm 
back in business. But God knows 
how long it'll take to get even

“In the Holy Gospel, the Di- 
vine Master does not condemn 
riches justly acquired, He praises 
or reproves a man’s conduct to-

“Woe to the man who makes 
himself their slave, for no man 
can serve two masters Luke 
16, 13 Woe to the man who 
deluded by them, chgkes in his 
heart the seed of the Divine 
word Matt.

Again, on June 19, addressing

‘If money has been called, and 
rightly-—-the blood of the econom 
ic body, then well may we con 
clude that the banks are like the 
heart, that must regulate the 
civculaiion for the greater bene 
fit of individuals, families and 
Social groups that together from 
the national economic sody.
